Late blight’ within the last two 
weeks has been noticed in a good 
many fields of potatoes. Unquestion- 


the size of the potato-crop this year. 
Many fields observed are entirely de- 
foliated and look as if a heavy frost 
had caused: complete defoliation. 
The late blight disease is caused 
by a downy mildew.. fungus and 
spreads by means of spores produced 
on the diseased plants, which are then 
splashed and. blown to nearby healthy 
vines.
